Save 72 Men 


Marooned by Swollen Imjin River 


58-Man Patrol Lifted 


to Safety From Com- 


munist Side of Stream—14 Engineers Picked 
Up From Dislodged Pontoon Section. 


MUNSAN, Korea, Aug. 29 (UP) 
—United Nations helicopters res- 
cued 72 flood-marooned soldiers 
today in two dramatic operations 
around the swollen Imjin river. 

A 58-man patrol in Communist 
territory on the river's north side 
was lifted to safety within U.N. 
lines after floods washed out the 
Army’s pontoon bridge for the 
fourth time of the Korean war. 

Earlier, the hard-working heli- 
copter pilots saved 14 Army engi- 
neers on a dislodged pontoon sec- 
tion, ripped loose by the raging 
waters. 

With only three inches of piling 

left, four helicopters appeared. 
They dropped hoists to the 
stranded men and two at a time, 
‘they were lifted to safety. 
While the rescue was in 
| progress, the men were forced to 
shift from end to end of the pon- 
toon to maintain its balance 
against the piling. 

The 58man Allied patrol had 
ferried across the river earlier in 
boats that later were washed 
away. Their transfer by heli- 
copter took three hours for a total 
of 31 trips.

DROWNING ESCAPE 


Sgt. Robert John Rickert of 
Belleville escaped drowning when 


with 13 other soldiers overturned 


Munsan, Aug. 9, he wrote in a 
letter to his wife dated Aug. 13. 
|} Six men in the 
cooks and four mess personnel— 
were drowned. Their names have 
not been made public. 

Rickert, a mess sergeant, wrote 
that the accident occurred at 2 
a.m. The truck started across the 
river, then the motor stalled. For 


10 minutes, the soldiers sat in the | 
‘truck, hoping to get across. But | 


the river swiftly rose three feet 
and the current rolled the truck 
over three times, Rickert wrote. 

Rickert related he finally got 
to shore, wearing only his 
trousers, shirt and watch. He suf- 
fered minor injuries to his wrist, 
was treated in a hospital for a 
few days and has since returned 
to duty. 

War correspondents in Korea 
reported the soldiers swept off 
the truck drowned in full view of 
their buddies on both banks of the 
Imjin, The tragedy occurred in 
the eerie gleam of floodlights try- 
ing to pierce the rain. Lights had 
been turned on after the truck 
stalled about 30 feet from shore. 

Those on the truck were mem- 
bers of the Twenty-fourth Divi- 
sion returning to the United Na- 
tions side of the river. 

Sgt. Rickert, 30 years old, or- 
dered his men: “Everybody on the 
top left-hand side of the truck; 
I think she's going to roll over.” 

Rickert told all the men to strip 
so they would have a better 
chance in the swift water. 


Cpl. John J. Viola of Saginaw, 
Mich., got down on his knees and 
said his rosary. Cpl. John H, 
Steady of Island Pond, Vt., 
jumped into the river and swam 
for shore. The current swept him 
200 yards dow.stream and flung 
him onto the rocky shore. 

A few minutes later the truck 
overturned. As the men spilled 
into the water, some shouted: “I 
can’t swim.” 

Rickert’s wife, Essie, and two 
children, Barbara, 7, and Robert 
John Rickert Jr., 4, live at 805 
North Second street, Belleville. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs, John 
Rickert, live in New Athens, III. 

A veteran of World War II with 
four and a half years’ service, 
Rickert was a reservist and was 
called to active duty last Oct. 11. 
He went overseas last December. 
Last month he re-enlisted for a 
six-year hitch.

There are 13,000,000 acres of 
woodlands in the Ozarks and 
Ozark border region of the state. 
The Clark and Mark Twain. na- 
tional forests are approxim:' ‘y 
3,000,000 acres in area. if the 
deer population is 40,000, these 
16,000,000 acres would furnish 
400 acres of browse for each deer 
if the deer were equally distrib- 
uted. From 1944 to the present 
time the commission has live- 
trapped 1399 deer from congested 
areas and relocated them in 
sparsely populated sections. Since 
these live-trapping operations 
have been successfully carried 
out in the past, the Ozark deer 
hunters are of the opinion that 
an intensive trapping program 
could be carried out in Ste. Gene- 
vieve county or any county with 
an excessive herd and the sur- 
plus removed to other parts of 
the state where deef are needed 
to build up the herd. 

Farmers and hunters in the 
Ozark counties are of the belief 
that the deer herd in the state, 
as a whole, has grown little, if 
any, in the past four years. They 
cite the fact that the kill in 1947

(a loss of 79 deer from the pre- 
vious year), and 1622 in 1950 with 
a five-day open season as com- 
pared with four days during the 
previous years.

BUBBLE STREAM 
IS USED TO STUDY 
AIR CURRENTS 


LOS ANGELES (AP}—Weather 
researchers are blowing bubbles 
in the air at government expense, 
but the Air Force is getting some 
eye-opening information about air 
currents out of it. 

A little gadget about the size 
and shape of a two-pound trout 
produces streams of bubbles two 
inches in diameter in what seems 
to be fairly calm air. The bubble 
streams are photographed in mo- 
tion by a movie camera with a 
telescopic lens. 

Pictures of the streams show 
that seemingly calm air is not 
calm at all. It swirls, ripples and 
otherwise moves in courses that 
are far from straight. A line 
drawing of Ge paths made by 
several bubble streams produced 
in rapid succession looks like the 
scroll of a fancy penman. 

The findings are giving weather 
observers and Air Force scientists 
new information that may lead 
toward a more detailed under- 
standing of the atmosphere. This 
in turn may help them to build 
better planes or rockets, and give 
forecasters significant new facts 
about air behavior. 

The experiments were de- 
scribed to the American Meteoro- 
logical Society yesterday by James 
G. Edinger of the University of 
California at Los Angeles. 

Edinger and his associates sent 
the fishlike gadget aloft, suspend- 
ed from a captive balloon, in the 
relatively calm atmosphere of the 
California desert. The antics of 
the bubbles 1000 feet up showed 
the presence of air currents and 


their complicated internal move- 
ments. 

Some of the little air currents 
are so delicate that they even 
may be affected by the bubbles 
themselves or by the bubble ma- 
chine.

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Surprise at Columbia 


Taken at its face value, the unexpected 
resignation of Dr. Trawick H. Stubbs as dean 
of the University of Missouri's medical school 
adds a touch of the sensational and the sinis- 
ter to the drive for a full, four-year course in 
medicine at Columbia. 

Dr. Stubbs says that he is leaving because 
the university administration, under President 
Middlebush, “has consistently prevented the 
development of the medical program,” and be- 
cause he has been kept from putting vital in- 
formation before the university's curators. 

Now, it may well be that Dr. Middlebush 
has less of a flair for tub-thumping and for 
getting his institution into the limelight of pub- 
licity than seems to be expected of univer- 
sity presidents nowadays, but his position on 
the four-year medical school is clearly in the 
record. 

Along with Powell B. McHaney, president 
of the curators, and six of the university's 
deans, Dr. Middlebush appeared before a spe- 
cial committee of the lower chamber of the 
Legislature on July 12. All were for a four-year 
school, and all were for locating it in Colum- 
bia with the rest of the State University. 

It is, of course, the considered decision of 
the curators that a four-year school should be 
started as soon as possible. The need for more 
doctors and more hospital facilities, especially 
in rural Missouri, is so great that the Legisla- 
ture would be flying in the face of its plain 
duty if it refused to implement this decision.

Britain’s New Atomic Chief 


There is every reason to believe that Britain 
has made an excellent choice in the new head 
of its atomic energy program.

Up to the Communists 

It is becoming harder and harder to believe 
that the Communists have been approaching 
the Kaesong negotiations with any real measure 
of sincerity. ; 

Gen. Ridgway’s charge that a Red plane was 
involved in the fake bombing of the Chinese- 
North Korean delegation’s quarters completely 
undercuts the accusation of a murderous assault 
by a U.N. aircraft. 

Certainly, this makes it utterly impossible 
for the Communists to believe that the U.N. 
commander might possibly comply with their 
offer to resume the talks, provided that he as- 
sumed responsibility for the staged incident. 

There have been previous interruptions of 
the negotiations which were bridged when the 
Communists returned to Kaesong on U.N. terms. 
It is understamdable that the Reds should want 
to regain the “face” thus lost. But did they 
ever really believe that this could be accom- 
plished by making an impossible demand? And 
if they did not believe it, then surely it must 
have been clear to them that they were taking 
a chance that the negotiations would rot be 
resumed, that all the guns would open fire 
once more. 

It is understandable that the Communists 
might want to draw out the business of Kaesong 
beyond the time designated for the signing 
of the Japanese peace treaty in San Francisco. 
By doing so, they could give their propagandists 
an opportunity to shout that the U.N. and the 
United States really do not want genuine peace 
in the Far East. They might hope in this way 
to persuade a wavering government or two to 
withhold its approval of the Japanese pact. 

It is conceivable, too, that the Kaesong talks 
were proposed only to gain the time needed 
to strengthen Communist forces in Korea, pre- 
liminary to a resumption of all-out hostilities. 
But the Chinese and North Korean losses had 
been so great that there was reason for U.N. 
generals and statesmen alike to believe there 
Was a genuine desire for a cease-fire. 

Whether the Communists motive is one of 
face-saving, of diplomatic stalling or of cynical 
military preparation, only they can now resolve 
the issue. It is out of the question that the 
U.N. command should assume guilt before the 
world where there is no guilt.

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College Students Catch On 


Senator McCarthy has fooled and frightened 
a great many people in his time, but the Na- 
tional Student Association, at least, is on to 
him. 

Led by the Wisconsin delegation, the stu-

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Time for Reconsideration 


While Britain and Iran mark time in their 
stubborn oil dispute, and neither is talking to 
the other, each side has time enough to con- 
sider the disquieting possibilities of their stub- 
born policies. 

Premier Mossadegh, who came to power with 
a promise of oil nationalization plus an end 
to poverty, is having the possibilities pointed 
out to him by the Iranian press. For while 
nationalization is accomplished, an end to pov- 
erty seems farther away than ever. The forced 
retreat of the British has left Iran without 
technicians to manage its industry, without 
customers, without much of anything but oil in 
the ground. 


As the newspaper Dad put it, the results 
have been “the closing of the refinery, misun- 
derstanding between Iran and the great powers 
and the danger of a full economic crisis.” 

On the other side the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 
showed, as Marquis Childs noted, a late willing- 
ness to make concessions, but those were swept 
away when the negotiations broke down. And 
now there are more reports of British warships 
moving up-river and of possible use of force at 
Abadan if Iran does not keep order. 

In this connection the British need only recall 
that Iran signed a treaty with Russia in 1921. 
This treaty permits Russia to move into Iran 
from the north if there is any “invasion” from 
the south, and Russia did just that in 1942. 
Russia could do it again. : 

On both sides, then, there is ample food for 
thought, and reconsideration remains the best 
policy until negotiations can some-time be re- 
opened, as they should be. 
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Action in St. Clair County 

Sheriff Max Hill has a very special respon- 
sibility in connection with the labor cost feath- 
erbedding and shakedown charges now rife in 
the East St. Louis-Belleville area.

A few of the outstanding points in the 
eight-man Republican document on the 
MacArthur hearings which call for cor- 
rection are:

Much Ameri- 
can material was left to pile up in 
Shanghai, and much of the remainder was 
bartered to the Com- aes 
munists in return 
for safe surrender.

The point is extremely important in 
connection with future policy. On analogy 
the fresh supplies that are being sent to 
Chiang Kai-shek are likely as not to have 
much the same fate as the old supplies. 
This would be inevitable if there were 
an invasion of the mainland. And that is 
what Chiang wants—as a Chiang-American 
operation. 


“Old Men of the Sea” 


Our policy does not yet envisage this, 
yet—again on analogy—the possibility 
exists of such a development in our For- 
mosa policy. Policy on Formosa started 
out as neutralization and shaded quickly 
into defense, and, before we know it, the 
defense policy may shade into support of 
a Chiang landing. 

It will be a sad day when our country 
helps peoples or governments who, as has 
been proved by Chiang’s government, can- 
not or will not help themselves. The 
United States will wind up with “old men 
of the sea” on its back crushing the life 
out of its taxpayers. 

2. That there is authoritative evidence 
of Russian domination of Communist 
China as far back as 1945. 


Nothing of the sort. Everything that 
Gen. Patrick Hurley said contradicted this 
thesis. The “authoritative” evidence all 
jibes with Col. Robert R. McCormick’s 
testimony on his visit to China in 1947. 
The rebellion against Chiang Kai-shek, he 
said, “is falsely called a Communist in- 
surrection. Although Communist backed, 
it is still a bona fide insurrection against 
a government which is little more than 
an agency of the Soong family.” 


Nobody can be positive about the pres- 
ent tie between Moscow and Peking, but 
a tenable theory on the part of the offi- 
cials in close touch with the negotiations 
at Kaesong is that there are the begin- 


nings of a rift. 
Wedge Between Allies?

It 
would be the height of folly on the part 
of our policy-makers, at any rate, to go 
on the assumption that Moscow and 
Peking will always be one and indivisible. 


3. Any settlement “south of the Yalu” 
would constitute a Communist victory. 

The purpose of the military 
action taken under the aegis of the United 
Nations was to defeat aggression—to push 
the aggressor back where he came from. 
When that is accomplished, and a satis- 
factory agreement on such a basis 
achieved, the aims of the U.N. action will 
have been accomplished.

IN HUGE BALLOONS 


MUNICH, Germany, Aug. 29 
(AP)—Short-wave radios may soon 
be sent to Communist-controlled 
countries behind the Iron Cure 
tain by huge plastic-type balloons, 
Harold E. Stassen indicated today. 

Stassen, chairman of the Ameri- 
can-sponsored Crusade for Free- 
dom drive, said _ initial

showed the balloons, now carry- | 


ing anti-Communist leaflets to 
Czechoslovakia and Poland, were 


capable of carrying small radio 
receiving sets to Communist coun- | 


tries. 

With such radios people under 
Communist domination could tune 
in on Radio Free Europe and 
other western transmitters which 
broadcasts daily to Iron Curtain 
. countries. 

Stassen said the balloons, nine 
feet in diameter, can travel a pre- 
determined course at altitudes 
regulated by their degree of 
inflation. 

Several thousand balloons, car- 
rying 640,000 messages, were 
launched yesterday and today in 
winds blowing toward Poland. 
Enthusiastic response was re- 
ported by Radio Free Europe 


after 10,000,000 anti-Red messages | 


were sent earlier by balloons to 
Czechoslovakia.

“Despite my 16 years of school- 
ing, I still seem unable to com- 
pose a successful letter. 

“My first practical use for Eng- 
lish composition after I get out of 
college finds me floundering as 
badly as if I hadn't even gone to 
college at all. 

“I wish I'd received a little 
more specific help on how to write 
a letter that would get me a job, 

even though it would have reduced the time we spent on Odes 
to Skylarks or Grecian Urns!” |

HAL’S FIRST MISTAKE is evident from his conversation 
above. He seems to think a letter should get him a job. 

The primary purpose of a letter of application is to ob- 
tain an interview! 

If it accomplishes that function, i‘ is a good letter, though 
the writer may not land the job: . 

The purpose of the interview, then, is to land the desired 
position with the firm. i” 

Because of this widespread misconception, many people 
load their letters with unnecessary details and string them 
out for two or more pages, even when typewritten, single 
space.

A GOOD LETTER of application should not be longer 
than one page. It should be typewritten. 

If you lack a typewriter, you can probably get a friend 
to type your letter, or hire a public stenographer to do so. 

The longer your letter, the more of an amateur or green- 
horh you tend to appear, for busy executives condense their 
ideas into a few short paragraphs. 

If you have a short, terse letter with “punch” the pros- 
pective employer is subconsciously rating you as of the ex- 
ecutive sort. 

Ferret out the same: of the man to whom you should 
write, instead of addressing your missive to the “Personnel 
Director,” in general. 

Use his actual name in your salutation. Don’t say “Dear 
Sir” or “Gent.emen” except when you are answering a blind 
advertisement that lists only a certain box number.

THE USUAL AMATEUR opens his first paragraph by 
saying, “I am 20 years old” or whatever his age may be. 

That is wrong. Bury your age in a short paragraph en- 
titled “Personal Data.” 

Open with your most important qualifications first, which 
employers usually regard as “Business Experience.” List only 
three or four of your most important jobs. 

* Then run a short paragraph on “Technical Training or 
Education.” 

Follow this with the “Personal Data” making it short. 
Then conclude with probably three references with “handles” 
to their names. 

By “handles” I mean “vice president,” “sales manager,” 
etc. Their names may be meaningless to your prospective 
employer but their executive standing, as shown by these 
“handles,” will carry weight. 


Then conclude with a polite request for an interview and 
sign with an adult type of signature. : 

If you wish my specimen “Letter of Application for a 
Job,” send me a dime and a stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope in care of the Post-Dispatch.

ODERN hearing-aids are almost miracles of ingenuity 
M in electronic engineering. They are essentially tiny public 

address systems weighing only a few ounces. One or 
another of the several quality hearing-aids now on the market 
can help many persons with partial deafness. 

However, only one out of three partly-deaf people now 
wear hearing-aids. About 2,000,000 people in the United 
States who do not have hearing-aids might benefit from using 
them. 

The aids can benefit many, though not all, of the deaf- 
ened. One way to find out if a hearing-aid.can help you is 
to try out several different makes with the several different 
types of ear-pieces available.

JUST AS IN LEARNING to wear spectacles:you have to get 
used to them, so it is with hearing-aids. A little training is 
needed as well as experience in the setting of the controls and 
the best position of the microphone. 

Sometimes when a hearing-aid alone does not give suffi- 
cient help, instruction in lip-reading is desirable. The two 
work well together. Often the use of both will restore to a 
deaf person all that is needed for normal communication when 
the hearing-aid alone is not sufficient. 

Hearing-aids are no more a sign of age or of any shameful 
weakness than are spectacles. You will find children and 
young people all over the country wearing either spectacles 
or hearing-aids. This is especially true since 1915. The young 
men who suffered hearing losses in military service were 
fitted with hearing-aids and trained in their use in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., at an Army medical center for that purpose. 
Also, much more attention has recently been given to the 
hearing loss in children. It ig not unusual to see children 


wearing hearing-aids. Just as with the need for glasses, hear- 
ing loss afflicts people of all ages. 3

Hearing-aids are not conspicuous although none of them 
are invisible. But there is no more reason to hide the pres- 
ence of a hearing-aid completely than there is to hide spec- 


tacles. There is nothing wrong with needing gi-sses nor any- . 


thing wrong with needing and using a hearing-aid. 

In fact, people are more inclined to ridicule those who 
stumble around without glasses when they need them or who 
miss comments spoken because they won't wear hearing-aids. 
Actually, one who wears a needed hearing-aid shows himself 
as an intelligent person promptly availing himself of the 
latest products of modern electroacoustic laboratories.

“Alaska is a stern master,” she 
said. “If your health is good and 
the climate agrees with you, you'll 
feel better than ever. But if the 
climate doesn’t agree with you— 
get out in a hurry.”

She has seen 
the mercury dip to 45 below zero, 
with the warmest temperature in 
a 20-day period 18 below. 


“But I always had thought we 
would be wading in snow all the 
time. The fact is, there wasn't 


much snow for a part of the win- 
ter, and we found ourselves as 
worried about a white Christmas 
in Anchorage as we would have 
been in St. Louis.” 


On a side trip to the Aleutian 
Islands Miss Wilkerson noted 
that the quonset huts were sunk 
into the ground as protection 
from the cold winds. She ques- 
tioned a service man about the 
danger of being trapped if the 
entrance were covered by snow. 


“Are you kidding?” he asked, 
scornfully. “That snow never 


stops long enough to light.” 
There were no trees on the 
Aleutians, she said. However, 
flowers grow in abundance, giv- 
ing a color and beauty all its own. 


Most plentiful, she said, is the 
fireweed, so named because it is 
the hardiest and first to reappear 
after a fire has destroyed vegeta- 
tion. Its first blooms in the late 
spring appear at the bottom of 
the plant, and by the time the 
blooms appear at the top, resi- 
dents know the first frost is on 
its way. 
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HERE are also the pink shoot- 

ing star, pink wild rose, the 

yellow blossoms and the blue 
bells and blue forget-me-nots, the 
national flower of Alaska.

The Indians in the interior, 
she said, are dying out, mostly as 
a result of diseases brought in by 
the white man, and to which they 
have not built up an immunity. 


The older generation, she said, 
still maintains its peculiar dress 
and strange living customs, but 
the young people have adopted 
the American way of life. They 
love jazz music, she said, and 
most of them are excellent 
dancers. 


“They are conscious, of course, 
of the danger of war, but they 
feel no more fear than we do 
here. The thinking ones feel 
that if war hits Alaska, it will 
hit the States at the same time, 
so we are no safer here than 
they are there.” 


Miss Wilkerson, born and 
reared in Mexico, Mo., began her 
hiking hobby on an ambitious 
note.

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8 Playing Canasta to Win

HE obvious way to read an 

opponent’s hand in most card 

games is by the plays he 
makes. In Canasta and other 
Rummy games, however, you 
mrore often judge by the plays he 
didn't make. 

Here is a case in which a player 
made a delicate choice of discards 
and profited greatly by the cor- 
rectness of his judgment. His 


The pack was frozen, and there 
were a number of melds lying 
around. Both sides were compet- 
ing for the pack, or at least were 
trying to save it by safe discards, 
and by this time it was well worth 
saving. 


The player wanted to save all 
of his pairs, and that left him a 
choice between the nine and the 
five as discards. Both ranks had 
been melded by the opponents; 
but, as you know, this often 
makes a discard even safer when 
the pack is frozen. However, it 
cannot make a discard 100% safe. 
An opponent isn’t barred from 
keeping a pair in a rank his side 
has melded. 

The order in which the melds 
were made was important. Quite 

early in the play the player's

righthand opponent had melded 
nines as part of his initial meld. 
Several rounds later, he had 
melded fives, 

It seemed to this player that if 
his left-hand opponent had held 
any nines, he would pro 
have added them to that eariy 
meld in an effort to make a can- 
asta. The same wo 203 oe 
sarily be true of the fives. They 
had been melded later, when 
there was already competition for 
the discard pile. The left-hand 
opponent may have chosen to 
save a pair of fives and try to 
get the pack with them. 

On this basis, the player with 
the hand above chose to discard a 
nine. The nine got through, when 
the five wouldn't have—the left- 
hand opponent did have a pair of 
fives. The one discard that got by 
was enough to decide the out- 
come, for on the next’ round an 
eight was thrown to this hana, 
and the pack was his. 

Question: In playing Cuban Ca- 
nasta, some people insist that you 
cannot go out without a discard. 
Is this correct? 

Answer: It is not possible to 
say whether it is correct or not 
because Cuban Canasta is a va- 
riant game that has no official 
laws. It would not be correct in 
either Canasta or Samba, for 
which official international laws 
exist.

Storm Sash for Picture Windows. 


picture windows—they make 

it too easy for the neighbors 
to keep track of what you're do- 
ing and they cloud in cold weath- 
er unless they are made of in- 
sulated glass. Also, if your storm 
window sweats in cold weather 
it’s even money that a lot of 
heat from the house is escaping 
through the glass. 


The one solution to this prob- 
lem is.to install some sort of 
storm sash on the picture window. 
This will take care of the fog- 
ging and the heat loss. 

Lumber mills and woodwork- 
ing outfits can make you up a 
storm sash if you let them have 
the dimensions of the picture 
window opening. A storm sash 
in several sections is easier to 
put up and take down than a 
large one. 

If you like to do things for 
yourself, and save money at the 
same time, the inside or outside 
of the picture windqw frame can 
be cut out a little so that a large 
sheet of plate glass can be in- 
stalled and fastened into place.

Overcoming the Blues 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


F you are depressed, do something about it. And if you 
are unhappy in marriage, it’s a good indication that you are 
depressed. 

What is the commonest temperamental fault in unhappy 
marriage? Psychologist Roswell H. Johnson, director of the 
department of testing and counseling at the American Insti- 
tute of Family Relations, has been examining thousands of 
records to find out. Clients are given the Johnson Tempera- 
ment Analysis which measures nine of their most important 
personality traits. It might be supposed that the fault most 
frequently associated with unhappy marriage would be lack 
of sympathy or lack of self-mastery or nervousness or over- 
aggressiveness. All these and others are important; but none 
showed up as often as depression. 


xr? 

NATURALLY, PERSONS who are unhappy in marriage 
would be depressed, you'll say. 

That's true to some extent, but for many reasons Dr. 
Johnson concluded it was not the most important part of the 
story. It's their depression which produces unhappiness in 
marriage, and it is quite likely to be contagious! Ask any 
man whose wife is a monument of gloom while going through 
the change of life. He'll tell you that it is not easy for him 
to remain cheerful. 


Incidentally, however, change of life can't be blamed for 
most depression in marriage. It starts much earlier and 
sometimes seems to be associated with inborn or constitutional 
differences. 

Whatever the cause, depression can be improved more 
easily than some other serious faults such as low self-mastery, 
and no one with tendencies toward depression has a right to 
ignore these faults. Consult your physician first. If you 
have any deep-seated handicaps he should know where to get 
help for you. But in the ordinary emotional depression that 
interferes with happy marriage, you can do a good deal for 
yourself. 

* * * 

DISCUSS THE PROBLEM with someone. Ask yourself 
whether you are cultivating a martyr pose because you enjoy 
it and because it lets you escape from responsibilities that 
you ought to assume. Make up your mind that you will keep 
going and that depression is normally temporary; you have 
your ups end downs, but you don't stay down forever. Then 
try to get into action; do something for someone else.

WHEN a doctor would ascer- 
tain the condition of the health 
of his patient, he says: “Stick 
out your tongue.” As on that 
member is registered to a great 
extent the physical state, so 
also is registered there the mor- 
al condition. If there is a 
skunk in the cellar it will not 
be long until it makes itself 
known in every room in the 
house. If jealousy, hate, evil 
and resentment are in the 
heart, it, will not be long until 
they find utterance on the 
tongue. 
Science tells us that the vi- 
brations of speech are recorded 
through the centuries. Some 
have even spoken of the pos- 
sibility of picking up in the 
universe the great voices of the 
past, even that of the Word 
Himself. The spoken word is 


like the spent arrow; it cannot, 


be recalled in its flight but its 
responsibilities endure forever. 
Alpine climbers bid travelers 
at certain points not to shout 
too loudly, lest the vibrations 
of the voice precipitate a ter- 
rible avalanche. The hasty or 
‘intemperate word, or the whis- 
pered slander has often pro- 
voked great crises in history 
which have drowned thousands 
in their misery.

As Christ is the Word In- 
carnate, so every spoken word 
is the thought incarnate. As 
Hawthorne said: “Nothing is 
more unaccountable than the 
spell that often lurks in the 
spoken word.” 

A kind word gives encourage- 
ment to the despondent heart, 
and a cruel word makes others 
sob their way to the grave. 
There are not _. sufficient 
apostles of encouragement in 
the world today. The great 
tragedy is that so many people 
are unloved in the right sort of 
way. Instead of trying to find 
out what is worst in people, 
everyone would be happier if 
there were a search for even 
just one good point. 

Streetcleaners were one day 
discussing a companion who 
had died and who indeed had 
few good points. But one stood 
up for him, scraped the bottom 
of the barrel for something 
good to say about him and 
came up with the praise: “But 
whatever you say about him, he 
did sweep well around the cor- 
ners.” There is good in every- 
thing if we but distill it out.

I HAVE A LETTER from a 
gentleman, evidently a Repub- 
lican, who accepts as absolute 
truth two articles that he sent 
me, both of which state the opin- 
ions of people.
